property passing to heirs, is to be 
tested by the residuary legatees under 
the wilt of John Black. 
They will 


claiim also that if the will is constitu- 
tionary, the residuary estate under the 
Black will is exempt for the reason 
that the personal property was assess- 
ed for taxation during the years of 
1898 and 1899 and the taxes paid. 


The residue of the personal proper- 


ty according to the account which was 
filed yesterday and accepted by Judge 
Wallber under waver of the heirs, is 
$336,103.53.

This is the first .time that the con-

The complaining witness and d€fen • 


ant are both prominent residents of 
the Cut Off City and each is possessed 
of a large circle of friends. 
Mrs. 


Gibbs is a member of the Congrega- 
tional church at Evansville and is a 
•womah highly respected. 


The first witness to take the stanc1 


-was Dr. C. M. Smith. 
He testified 


to attending Mr. Emery as the result 
of his being scalded.

said that the injury was not a severe 
one.

New York, Nov. 13.—Henry Villard, 


railroad 
magnate and- financier, is 


dead at his summer home at Dobbs 
Ferry. Mr. Villard had intended 
to 


return to New York about the middle 
of last month, but his condition was 
then so precarious that his physicians 
advised him to remain, at his country 
home until he should 
have gained 


more strength. A week ago he caught 
a heavy cold and since then his condi- 
tion has been 
gradually growing 


worse. Two physicians had been with 
him constantly for a week. 


Henry Villard was born 
Heinrich 


Hilgard in Speyer, Rheinish Bavaria, 
on April 11, 1835. 


Young 
Hilgard 
was educated at 


schools in Zweibrucken, Phalsbourg 
and Speyer, but in October, 1853, aban- 
doned his university studies and sst 
out for the United States, intending to 
Join the 
colony of his relatives at 


Belleville. 
His father's oposition 
to 


this step made him borrow the sur- 
name of a French schoolmate at Phals- 
bourg, and he became Henry Villard. 


Arriving at Belleville he became a 


newspaper reporter and continued in 
the profession until 1SG8. 
During thess 


years he served as a legislative corres- 
pondent in Indiana and Illinois, a po- 
litical reporter for the Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates, the Chicago convention, 
which nominated Lincoln; the Lincoln 
campaign, and later on a war corres- 
pondent and a European correspond- 
ent. Early In' 18S1 Mr. Villard acquired 
the New York Evening Post and the 
Nation. 


In January, 1866, in Boston, he mar- 


ried Fannie Garrison, the onliy daugh- 
ter of William Lloyd Garrison. 
In 


1868 he was chosen secretary of the 
newly founded American Social Sci- 
elce association, having its headquar- 
ters in that city, and did not finally re- 
linquish the post till 1871. 


His Rnllroad Career. 


He had no capital of hte own. He 
hold of the Anaconda copper properties 
and managed them so successfully thai 
in twenty years his own profits Tyere 
about $20,000,000—01- an average ot 
$1,000,000 a year. 
, 
Yn&fc lloldlnari. in 3Iuntnnn. 


The Aaaconda copper mine property, 


with its mines at Butte, its smelters at 
Anaconda, its saw mills in w-asteru 
Montana, and its coal industries in the 
north and east, is the largest employer 
of labor in the state, employing 1,000 
persons out of a population of 250,000. 
It reduces 4,000 tabs of ore every day, 
and, during 1SS9, cut more timber than 
any other establishment in the United 
States. 


While still retaining his interests in 


his mining and other enterprises, Mr. 
Daly some time ago retired from their 
active management and took up his 
residence in New York city, where he 
leased one of the finest houses on up- 
per Fifth avenue. Mr. Daly and Ross 
Clark, brother of his great rival, ex- 
Senator Clark, .married sisters. 
Mrs 


Daly and a daughter survive. 


One of Mr. Daly's hobbies was rac- 


ing horses. His stable has for years 
'been one of the most famous in Amer- 
ica. He owned such noted racers as 
Hamburg, winner of the Realization 
stakes in 1898. For this horse he paid 
$41,000. His colt Ogden won the Fu 
turity in 1896, carrying 157,290 ivith it 
and the owner's winnings from the 
betting ring that day were $150,000. 


His Fifjht \vltli Senator Clnrk. 


Of late Mr. Daly had figured promi 


nently in politics as the rival of ex 
Senator Clark in Montana. 
Daly'hai 


aspirations for the senate himself, am 
•both he and Clark were charged with 
lavish use of money in buying votes in 
the state 
legislatures. 
It 
was on 


charges made by Daly's friends tha 
the "United States senate made an in 
vestigation which resulted in the un 
seating of StTiator Clark. 
A pathcti 


feature of Mr. Daly's fatal illness wa 
that he probably never heard of fli 
victory of his rival in the election las 
week, the ex-senator's friends being i 
a majority in the legislature, whic 
will insure his re-election as Unite 
States senator. 


Accepts Mexico's Invitation,

Herald from Washington says: "Sec 
retary Hay, on behalf" of the Unite 
States, has formally accepted the In-' 
vitation of the Mexican government to 
participate in the Pan-American con-

his railroad career. He allied him- 
self with Frankfort and Berlin bank- 
ers, and in 1873 returned to the United 
States, buying for the German bond- 
holders the property of the Oregon & 
California Railroad company and the 
Oregon Steamship company. He was 
made president in 1875. He acted as 
one of the receivers of the Kansas Pa- 
cific Railroad 
company, and 
later 


bought up the bonds of the road. He 
became interested in the Oregon Steam 
Navigation 
company and the Oregon 


Railroad & Navigation company, o£ 
•which he became president, and then 
formed the Oregon & Trans-Continen- 
tal, with which he merged the two 
other companies into a so-ca-lled blind 
pool with the Northern Pacific. 
He 


was chosen 
president o£ the 
latter 


company. 


Starts Agnla as Capitalist. 


A few years later the companies in 


•which he was interested became so in- 
volved that there was a collapse, in 
•which Mr. Villard suffered heavily. Re- 
turning to Germany, he formed new 
financial relations which enabled him 
to repair his fortune, arid coming back 
to th'is country he started in once more 
as a capitalist. 


In 1890 he purchased from Thomas 


Edison his electrical 
manufacturing 


interests, and, with the Edison Lamp 
company of Newark, N. J., and- the 
Edison "works as Schenectady, N. Y., 
as a basis, organized the Edison Elec- 
tric company, of which he became 
president, sen-ing in that capacity for 
about two yearst. 


In October, 1899, he became chair- 


man of the.Northern Pacific board of 
directors, but the panic of 1893, again 
occasioned the loss of most of his for- 
tune and led to his withdrawal 
from 


railroad management. 


MARCUS DALY PASSES. 


The Montana Copper King ami Horseman 


Dies in New York. 


New Y rk, Nov. 13.—Marcus Daly, 


the famous mine owner and horseman 
of Montana, died at the Hotel Neth- 
erland. 


Mr. Daly's death had been expected 


for weeks. 
He came home from Eu- 


rope about the middle of September 
and 
soon 
afterward 
was 
oblig- 


ed 
to 
take 
to . t h e bed from 


which he never again arose. His phys- 
icians 
informed the relatives some 


time ago that Mr. Daly could not re- 
cover, and they would give assxirances 
o£ life only from day to day. Bright's 
disease complicated with heart weak- 
ness was the cause of death. 


YFns Born In Ireland. 


Marcus Daly was born in Ireland 


about sixty years ago. He came to the 
United States at the age of 13 and set- 
tled near San Francisco, where his first 
work was digging potatoes on a ranch. 
He went to the mines before he was 15 
and grew up surrounded by gold and 
silver. In this way he gained the prac- 
tical knowledge o£ mining Which he 
was to turn to such excellent account 
In after life. While yet a mere boy he 
was engaged -by Mackey, Flood ana 
O'Brien as foreman of the Oomsto-ck 
mine. 


His success in California in the 'boom 


days led to an acquaintance with J. B. 
Ha-ggin, Lloyd Tevis and the late Sen- 
ator'Hearst, who sent him to Montana 
in 1880 to manage their mines.
